Prisonp^ spend a minimum of 
18 hours a day in their cells. 
-Cells for short termcrs arc called 
.. bucket cells. They measure 4 feet 
by 71/2' feet and, contain : only a 
bed, a table and a bucket. The 
' bucket, filled with limé, consti- 
tutes the toilet facilities -T)f the 
" cell; it stays in the cell all day. 
The cells for long-term prison- 
'ers are twice as wide and the- 
'same length.- In these, there are ' 
flush toilets and often a desk. 
Meals arc eaten in the _cej}s,._and^ • 
th'c supper -trays remairi^j^uUwx' 
next morning. • 
Inmates work at various jobs, 
- such as carpentry, for . about 4 
hours, a day. In. most prisons a 
- normal working day .is approxi- 
mated; however, as Dr. Cormier ' 
. pointed out, St. Vincent" de Paul, 
is still working on a prison system, 
th^t is a century old.

With this 
salary prisoners can buy cigar-

Regarding the November 5th 
editorial on the -Cafeteria, let 
me first say tiiat that it. was an . 
'unjustified ' Insult to Buiii's 
Caterhig Service. Whoever 
wrote it was totally unaware 
of: ^ 

1) the existing physical fadli- 

tic?. ' \ . ^ 

2) the true causes ^of the long 
queues at meal hours, and 

3) the relationship between 
, Burn's Caterers and The 
. Students' Society. 

The University Centre was 



designed by a company of ar- 
chitects after consultation with 
student' leaders. This, of cour- 
se, .was done many years ago. 
With, increased' enrolment, a< 
greateir use of, the building by 
students, and a much broaden- ' 
ed scope of Students' Society 
activities, the building has prov- 
cd^to be just too small. 

Perhaps the problem most, 
evident to the majority of stu- 
dents is the Cafeteria. It was 
Ëuilt to accommodate '2,500 
people per day, but abready, 
there are approximately 4,000 
people using it daily. (Perhaps 
this is Bum's fault because 
they're making the food' too 
palatable.) Aside from the lack • 
of spacç, some 'of the major - 
physical difficulties with which 
we are confronted in the food 
.are as follows: • > ■ 

1) Beverages arc picked up in 
an area apart from other 
food, which necessitates 
breaking the food line. . . 

2) The sandwich counter in the 
grill-room is constructed so 

' that when making sand- 
wiches, the counterman has 
his back to the customers, 
and this greatly inconve- 
niences the accepting, mak- 
- ing and serving of students' 
orders. This area is. also 

. one-half the size of that in 
the old Union. As well, the 
surface area of the grill is 
smaller. 

3) The cash register is placed 
in such a position that it is 
impossible for the cashier 
to see down the line anil, 
thus calculate 'prices for two 
or three trays ahead. 

4) The tray railing iu the Ca- 
feteria is' staggered so that 



one must lift the tray sevr 
cral times in the course of 
selecting a meal, rather, 
than slide it smoothly along. 
These and other difficulties, 
when^inuiUidIed>;by^^ :t^u- 
sands ôf -'sfûâints who ùsë thé 
'cafeteria dally; create these in- 
creased inconveniences to the 
students. ' . 
; It is almost impossible to 
alleviate such difficulties at .Uie 
..present time. The University 
Centre is^e property ,of the 
UnivenityfAdministraUon, and 
the Administration must wait 
until the architects are finished 
furnishing the entire bui^ 
befoi-e-their work caii ' lei 
be labelled as completed, and ' 
-before we' can 'make any phy- 
sical changes. ' /■ . 

The students Ihemselvet ar« 
grully retponttbit for a good 
deal of the delays and lnefftr,|i 
cienclat. 

1) They are not prompt in 
giving their orders to the 
countermen. ' 

2) They do not proceed quickly 
while in line. ' 

3) They seldom have their 
money ready for the cashier. 

4) They do not put their trays ' 
away in the cabinets provid- 
ed, thus four employees are 
needed to keep the tables ' 
.cleared. . \ 

5) Diirhig rush hours students 
often sit in the Cafeteria 
idly talking or playing 
cards, while other people / 
are wajting for seats. 

6) They do not put -away their.^ 
books, or rémové their coats'f 
before going through .the 
foodiine, which greatly 
slows up their movement. 
Bum's Caterers are em- 



ployees of the StudentsJilSo^- 
'dety, and act on the recom- -"^ 
mendations of the Students' . 
Society. Thus, tho1}aiiy is not 
correct when it declares tha^ 
"we've had enough of Burn's 
Catering Service". A more ap- 
propriate title would be The 
University Centre Cafeteria. 
. And, ^if - you wish to accuse 
jomeohc, let it '.be the group of 
students responsible for runn- 
ing the Cafeteria (or better, 
still, the planners of its facill- 
Ues.) 

Regarding profits — THERE 
ARE NONE. Let melurtber add 

^.that.vto my knowledge "there 
'never have been any. It is im- 
possible to sell food of our^Ca^ 
feteria quality and abundance, " 
at prices of 70^ to 80f per meal,

'^^ï^any profits at the end of 
the year are shared, with two- 
thirds going to the Students' 
Society, and one-third to 
Bum's. 

I hopo'this will bring more 
light on the existing situation.

Committee, and the Cafeteria 
staff, have., been looking into 
the above' problems,' and ^have 
found out where the major dif- 
ficulties exist.
